My car has been run about 4,000 
miles. 
Th® timing gears, which are of 
the spiral type, howled at first and now 
thrash, 
How can I remedy that? The 
second cylinder leaks oil and the valves 
need grinding very often. 
The rings 
are in good condition, and I keep the oil 
level at the proper height. 
Could a 
twisted connecting rod causo this? The 
car has a two point ignition system, 
and when using both plugs I notice a 
distinct knock. 
Replacement of the gears, which are 
probably worn, Is the hest thing to clo. 
They might he loose on their shafts, 
causing excessive noise. 
The trouble with your second cylin­ 
der looks like a worn piston or one 
that. Is slightly under size. 
If the 
rings are iii gtxsl shape try a new pis­ 
ton of correct diameter, or you might 
fit some form of anti-leak rings to it. 
Tho trouble will doubtless lie eilndnat- 
cd. 
It docs not seem that there- is any 
fault with the connecting r<*d. 
It is well to retard the spark slight­ 
ly when you use two plugs as compar­ 
ed with Its position when using only 
one to a cylinder.

How will running with retarded spark 
make the water boil in the radiator of 
a car? 
Operating a 
motor with retarded 
spark will canso overheating by- re­ 
tarding and prolonging tile combustion 
of tin* charge throughout the porter or 
expansion stroke. 
Thus the cylinder 
walls are exposed to the action of the 
burning gases during tile whole of the 
stroke instead of rn ly during the time 
the piston is in the region of upper 
dead center, as is the ease when the 
spark is properly set. 
lf the spark Is 
advanced to the point of most efficient 
operation the spark will occur srtme 
time before dead center aud maximum 
pressure will lie reached and the com­ 
bind im nearly completed Just after 
dead center has been passed. 
During 
this time, since the piston is near the 
fop of the stroke, the amount of sur­ 
face exposed to tin* exhaust gases Lh a 
minimum, and furthermore ut tills 
point in the stroke the compression is 
at it^ height, and combustion takes 
place with greatest rapidity. Contrast 
these condition* with what happens 
when the spark is greatly retarded. 
Let us assume Hint ignition occurs 
when the piston has half completed its 
stroke. 
At this point the compression 
is lower and combustion Is therefore 
slower and will probably not he com­ 
pleted until after the exhaust valve 
opens.

will not stop immediately when one 
''(ands on the running hoard, hut will 
run ti few moments until tile fuel Iii 
tin* carburetor Is exhausted that Is, 
unless tile mas!Ie valve is loose, iii 
which case It might he accidentally 
dosed by tipping tilt' car. but not by 
getting on Hie running board. 
Loose 
Ignition cullied Ions is tile most likely 
trouble. 


What ie the meaning of or distinc­ 
tion between irreversible, sem i-lr,a ver­ 
s i v e and reversible steering gear®? 
Kcoping in mind the common type of 
car which is steered by the front road 
wheels, an irreversible steering gear is 
one whose design is siieh Hint th© roufl 
wheels can lie turned in any desired 
direction 
by operating the steeling 
wheel, but the steering wheel canuot 
lie turned by actuation of the road 
© heels. 
A semi irreversible steering 
gear is a design in which it is possible 
to move tile steering wheel by turning 
the fond wheels, but bo much effort 
would tie requited ti® to make the op 
©ration difficult. 
A semi irreversible 
steering gear, therefore. Is a reversible 
one. though it exhibits a strong ten 
dem y toward Irreversibility. 
A re­ 
versible steering gear might Isl said to 
be one in which it Is possible to move 
or operate the steering wheel by turn­ 
ing the trout roud wheal® on their ver 
Heal axes. 
It is desirable to have thesteering guar 
of un automobile as nearly trrevcrsKfie 
as possible; otherwise, should the road 
iv hts* I® strike a stone or get into a rut 
iii the road which would tend to deflect 
them, the motion would be transmitted 
back through the steering mechanism 
ti* the steering wheel, causing it to re­ 
volve, 
This reversing of the action I® 
very annoying aud dattgt*ous, us the 
driver always must have a very tight 
grip on th*' wheel so as to prevent this 
deflection, which might easily cause dis­ 
aster. 


I am driving a 1911 car. 
I cannot get 
more than ten mites out of one quart of 
oil, no mattar at what height the adjust­ 
ing nut on the oiler may be. 
lf the nut 
is well screwed down or left off alto­ 
gether it is the same. 
Am I correct in 
thinking thie* amount ie excessive? 
Your trouble is very unusual, and un­ 
less your motor sin ok tis considerably it 
may bt' due to a leak va the crank case 
or reservoir. 
If yon will examine the 
under portion of your motor carefully 
you no doubt will be able to find out 
where the leak is, if there be a leak. It 
may la* that oil is leaking from tit© 
gauge connections or from the pipes 
reservoir 
'ommunieftting between the 
aud crank case. 


I have changed the 30 by 3 inch front 
wheels and tires on my car to 30 by SF a 
inch in order to have the sa m e size all 
around. 
How much more than a mile 
will I have to travel before the speed 
ometer registers one mile? 
Unless you have replaced the entire 
wheel* you should not have changed 
your AO by 3 for .HO by Sh.*, as the rim 
profile for a 30 by 3 tin' Is different 
from that of a 30 by 3S*. In changing 
your equipment from 30 by 3 to 30 by 
3Vj on the same w heel it would be nec­ 
essary to cut the felly of the wheel 
one-half Inch all the way around aud 
buy a new rim uf different profile, 
Without changing either the wheel or 
the rim you can use n M by 3’a tire, in 
which case the distance traveled by the 
ear would Im* 3.33 per cent greater 
than the speedometer reading would 
show, 
lf you change Hie wheels, pud 
rims and OSO the 30 by 3L3 size in place 
of the SO by 3 your speedometer read­ 
ing would not he affected.

TO CONDUCT WAR 


Departments In Washington Are 


Crowded For Space. 


CSE TEMPORARY QUARTERS 


While Every Town of Any Size Ha* 
Been Supplied With a Public Build­ 
ing, the 
General 
Government 
Hat 
Done Without— In Some Case* Land 
Has Been Bought, but Not Improved. 


By A R T H U R W. DUNN. 
Washington, June 23. — I Special J — 
\n effort Is being made to rectify a 
mistaken policy that has heretofore 
I teen pursued by congress in the mat­ 
ter of public building® for tile use of 
government departments In Wa thing* 
ton. 
It is now proposed to erect build­ 
ings, but gmxl building® cannot to 
built in time to meet the war emer­ 
gency. 
This bus caused flu* employ­ 
ment of several thousand additional 
clerks and filled all the present depart­ 
ment buildings to overflowing. 
In some cases heads of department® 
have authorized the construction of 
buildings in • ‘temporary manner which 
can Im' rented and tho additional clerks 
housed in them. 
This Is the only ex- 
ImmIlent possible in the present situa­ 
tion. for the government finds Itself 
without space to carry tm its business. 


The Mistaken Policy. 
The mistaken policy of which com­ 
plaint has often been made Is that tin* 
whole country outside of the national 
capital has tx*en supplied with public 
buildings. 
Every town of any site has 
had one allotted to it In the I fig build* 
ing bill* which have passed. 
Many 
millions have lx*en spent on these amal) 
buildings. The general government ha* 
been allowed to use makeshift®, rent 
old rattletrap structures and get along 
as best It may. 
Then a part of the mistaken policy 
Ita® l*een to buy laud In Washington 
for buildings alai not utilize it. 
Con- 
givss has u"t been so much to bitt me 
for this, although in one notable In­ 
stance no money has been appropriat­ 
ed for the buildings after many mil­ 
lion® were sjM'Ut for ground.
